It may notbegeuiTiilly known, that 


the nickel deposit near the Gad, Lan- 
caster county, Pd., ia considered 
the 


largest yet discovered iu the world, and 
the only depoait of the ore working in 
America. The miue ia on the high 
dividing line between Chester and 
Pcnnca Valleys. 
Besides nickel, cop- 


per, iron and limestone ara found in 
same locality. 
Nickel was discovered 


here about the year 1803, though cop- 
per, which is taken from the mine, was 
known in this locality seventy years 
ago. 
The ore has a gray eolor, is very 


heavy and so hard that it ia mined en- 
tirely by blasting. 
After tho ore haa 


been broken into small fragments it is 
put into kilns holding eighty to ninety 
tons each, and subjected to heat pro- 
duced at first by the burning ol a smill 
quantity of wood aria continued by the 
conversion of tbs expelled gas. Itia 
then put into a smelling furnace and 
undergoes a treatment similar to that 
of iron ore.—Hartford 
Pott.

not change from day to day, though the 
water is silently eating it out beneath. 
At length it disappears in an hour. You 
may haye seen a great river bridged 
from bluff to bluff with ice ; you sup- 
pose the water is flowing in full torrent 
beneath. Suddenly the ice breaks with 
a crash, and you learn that silently and 
unaeen the river has shrunken in its 
channel. 


I am perhaps wearying your patience 


and disappointing those who want a po- 
litical speech sis nights in the week, 
but I find the fealmg so prevalent that 
what is called "good times" can be leg- 
islated into existence by an act of con- 
gress, and that flush times, high priees, 
and » demand for labor can be restored 
simply by arbitrarily 
increasing the 


volume of currency, without the condi- 
tions that make tho increased demand 
necessary, that you must pirJon me if 
I proceed on this subject 


It is a common expression that the 


currency ought to be equal to the de- 
mands of business, Of course it ought, 
But it does not follow that everybody 
should have all the money he wants. 
You, being very moderate, 
might only 


want a hundred thousand or five hun- 
dred thousand, or perchance a million 
each, but there are communities where 
they are so greedy they would take five 
times as much, and money would be so 
plenty that it would cot be worth any 
more than four-penny nails. 
Business 


may be depressed by many causes so 
that it will not want money, but an 
abundance of "currency" will not cre- 
ate that kind of business, which in the 
long run is profitable to a communi- 


-If a company should organize here 


to build another railroad to Indianapo- 
lis, while it was building business would 
be increased, and the-e would be an in- 
creased amount of money in circulation. 
But if when the road is completed it 
should fail to pay running expenses, all 
the capital invested in it would ba lost, 
and it would have been just as well for 
the community, economically consider- 
ed, if all the laborers employed in the 
construction had been supported in idle- 
ness, and all the iron and ties heapocl 
up in piles. 


A good deal ol the depression now 


experienced 
is the result of building 


railroads in advance of the 
wants of 


basinets, at extravagant) prices, and by 
the aid of state, county 
and municipal 


bonds. 
We are meeting now the draft 


which was drawn on the future then. 
We can make money in circulation 
abundant now by repeating that expe- 
rience. but wo should only postpone the 
evil day and add to it a new calam- 
ity.

In the excite- 
ment of the occasion, in the hopefulness 
and determination which rises above 
calamity, we felt richer in town lots 
immediately after tun tire than we dij 
in lots and buildings before. 
The de- 


lusion did not last. If a large portion 
of your beautiful city should tonight 
be destroyed by fire, men would mort- 
gage their lot* to rebuild, aud while 
the building was going on, money would 
be plenty, business active, labor busy. 
When tho mortgages should become 
due, the actual extent of the loss could 
be realized. There used to be a proverb 
that war and fire made good times. But 
I do aot know that any one ever advo- 
cated the burning of towns and inciting 
of w»rs for the sake of the good time?. 
Occasionally there is a fire of real good, 
when it destroys some old rookery that 
has no actual valuo and stands ID the 
way of advancing improvement. 
The 


gain of oar civil war was that it forever 
destroyed an institution as old as histo- 
ry, which was a disgrace to human 
nature, which stood in the way oi all 
improvement, and enabled us to build 
npon a foundation firm as the rocks a 
temple consecrated to equal rights, and 
dedicated to freed jm. 


I turn aside for a moment to remark 


that it is a i«d commentary upon onr 
civilization and social organization, that 
living as we do in a world where there 
is so much to be done to make it a 
beautiful and fruitful habitation for 
man, the destructions of war and fire 
could ever sem to be blessings, by giving 
labor an oppartunity to earn its daily 
bread. How vast the labor which has 
been employed to restore what has been 
devastated by war and destroyed by 
fire. The whole wealth of the United 
States averages something leis than a 


thousand dollars to each inhabitant. 
That average would be a liberal estimate 
for the civilized world. Now if the 
average value of a year's labor U worth 
a hundred dollars to each inhabitant, 
it follows that the world with giz thou- 
sand or six million years of history 
behind it has only put in its savings 
bank, has only accumulated the savings 
of ten years. 
That is all the capital it 


has to go on 
What an extravagant, 


wasteful world it has been. And it has. 
not got through sowing its wild oats 
yet. 


THE TliUE SOURCE OK 1'BOsl'ER- 


ITT. 


I am endeavoring to show that well 


directed labor is tho only true source 
of pruperily. That labor may be wasted, 
and that when it is, it it at as real a 
loss as idleness 
that tho itmount of 


money in cireul iiion will depend on the 
real demands of busine?;, . that its 
contraction aud expansion arc effects of 
whdt we call good and hail! times, not 
JU^B , tliat speculutHe excitements ore 
liilowi'd by reaction*, and that specula- 
tive values are no real addition to the 
wealth of a country. There is no escape 
from the inevitable law, for everything 
that is pood, the full price must Le paid 
sooner or later. 


Some of you may remember 
the 


"Morus Multicaulis" mania that raged 
in this country about thirty seven years 
ago. 
Fortunes sprang up like Jonah's 


gourd, but they did not last any longer. 
They were made in ii day and vanished 
in a night. It was a revival on a small 
scale of the time in Holland when the 
illustrious 
Hollanders were smitten 


with ibe idea that they could all get 
noh by selling tulip bulbs to escb other, 
and plowed up their cabbages to plant 
tulips. No people have been entirely 
free from these moral epidemics. 
We 


have had several seasons of them in the 
western states, when paper town? were 
dotted on the map? each of Jwhich was 
another Chicago. Sometimes they take 
a very whimsical shape. 
A 
few years 


ago there was a rage in Japan for white 
rabbits. 
A white rabbit with tail and 


ears of fashionable cut, and eyes of the 
most fashionable pink, would bring a 
fabulous sum. 
Any 
one who could 


get a pair of white rabbits could go into 
the most profitable business in 
the 


Kingdom of the Sun. 
The dividends 


were quick and rapid. 
In 
fact, they 


were too rapid, for it was discovered 
that with proper care and attention the 
rabbits would multiply until they would 
take possession of the Island, and mul 
tiply the Japanese off the face of tbe 
earth. 
Now, the term "dead rafcbits" 


has a very different meaning in Japan 
from what it has or had in 
Baltimore.

DIANA. 


I can remember when the State of 


Indiana entered upon a system of inter- 
nal improvement by authorizing a loan 
of 310,000,000. Though it is neatly 
forty years ago, perhaps some of you 
can. 
No event in the history of the 


state caused more geniral rejoicing.— 
We had no cities then, but the tar- 
barrels blazed at the cross roads, towns 
and villages were illuminated, turpen- 
tine balls flashed like meteors through 
the streets, and everybody got ready 
for the millennium. I remember one 
house which was not illuminated, great- 
ly to my mortification. 
It was almost 


a solitary exception. 
However, I had 


my boyish share of the general jubilee. 
[t was a surprise next day to find that 
the wood was just as hard to split, that 
the cow pasture was no nearer, that the 
school bell rang as early as before, the 
words did not spell any easier, and it 
was even longer till intermission. 
Af- 


ter a while the contracts were given 
out, 
there was a great strife to get 


them, and for our share of the "system" 
we were to have a macadam road fram 
Salem to New Albany. 
Gangs of men 


were set to work cutting down and fil- 
ling up tha street', and ([Harrying and 
dressing tbe stone to bridge the creek 
we had alwajs crossed on a foot-log, 
when we did not wade it. 
Times wore 


good. Mechanics were busy making 
carts and harness, shoeing horses, 
sharpening tools. Farmers had 8 mar- 
ket at homo. 
Money w t plenty, and 


even the old fogies who had doubted 
the policy of the State going in debt 
began to feel that perhaps they had 
made a mistake.

thought if 


that macadam road was finished to the 
Ohio Kiver, and we could erobs the 
creek on a stone bridge, it would be 
the consummation of earthly hopes. It 
never was completed ' 
One morning 


the horsas and carts and workmen did 
not go out as nsual. 
There was a gen- 


eral consternation. 


The Morris Canal Company had 


failed, and the State found that she was 
in debt to contractors for D number of 
unfinished works, few of which would 
have been worth cost if completed, and 
tbe owner of an undivided interest in a 
soap factory somewhere in New Jersey. 


Then there was a collapse. 
Money 


in circulation contracted became the 
business for it to do had contracted.— 
Credit, whioh had been easy, became 
hard, because securities were depreeiat- 
ed. The State was in debt to the 
contractors, and having no other money 
to pay them, and no money to pay cur- 
rent expenses, issued "scrip." 
But 


even that did not make money plenty, 
and, though it bore interest, it would 
not remain at par. Never was there a 
better illustration of tha principle that 
money will stay and circulate where 
there is business for it to do. It will 
cot remain in excess of the actual le- 
gitimate demand; itrnns away from fil- 
ling values. Poor money wil! drive 
out good, but the volume and valve 
of either will 
be 
regulated 
by 


the demand, and it is not subject to ar- 
bitrary control. Distribute it by the 
cart-load in excess of demand for its 
profitable employment for the time be- 
ing, it will create a fever of speculation 
anp) habits of extravagance, seek for 
it in a year, and you will fail to find 


it. It will go where tUe demand 
Create the demand for It, and there u 
no power ja location to koiffit »w»y. 
If that demand be a healthy'ancM«git- 
imate one, th« work it aMomplwnw 
endures ai a permanent good. -If it b* 
an unwise one, a mere scheme of infla- 
tion for it* ow*"«ake; if it be simply 
discomfiting and double discounting 
the future, it must be paid back with 
that compound interest wniuh is, «ui- 
mate ruinous lout, 
- - - - 


What a mongrel currency we bad iu< 


the following.ye.ars—of »H f^P^yfc^- 
ei and Tajues. St%te's^rip,,,A*ana 
State Bank n'otesrillinais State Bank 
notes, Shawneetown, Bed' J>og, Blue 
Pup, John W«t*»'s< alfinrtiifcni, aud 
an occasional estray from trie Eastern 
States. Bank notes were not redeeina- 
bla, and th«e" seeraei tft ia no 'reason 
in tbe nature of things why they should 
not be abundant; but somehow they 
would not stay around, or: iftbey did, 
would not aUy good". 
I remember one 


of our old citizens, quite famous as a 
wagip bis day, couoeived the idea that 
he had as good a right to make money 
as John Watson, and accordingly he 
issued bis notes on the same terms that 
Watson did, "payable on presentation 
is sums of five dollars, in State bank 
paper." 
But he only issued four dol- 


lars and seventy-five cents. He might 
have inflated the currency twenty cents 
more, and still have been cm the safe 
side of his promise. There was an in- 
stance of banking made easy, and irre- 
deemable currency which performs all 
it promises, and of "limited" inflation 
in miniature perfection. 


The corn was down to ten cents 


bushel, pork to a dollar and a bc'f a 
hundred, aad they wera our staples. 
There was a long season of depression 
far greater than any we have known 
since. It seemed as though we never 
should get through. 


I look around me now with admi- 


ration and wonder upon your beauti- 
ful city. 
I see the prairies around 


you covered with farms with substan 
rial improvements, a school house in 
every district, a church 
in every 


neighborhood, and I do uncovered 
homage to those great miracle-workers 
labor and patience. 


When I review the pwt sixteen 


years, and reflect upon the tramendouB 
operations of the Government during 
the war, the vast sums of money 
put into circulation, the markets it 
created, the prices it inflated, the men 
it employed, the spirit of speculation it 
engendered, and reflect that all this was 
a work of destruction paid for at the 
time by borrowing frorn the 'future, 
by putting the whole future under 
bond and mortgage, the wonder to mo 
is not there should be a depression, 
but that it should not bo far greater, 
Just aa I believe that in history the 
miracle of the war will be deemed not 
the great scale on which it was con 
ducted with extemporized armies, but 
the fact that these vast armies when 
victory was assured melted into the 
peaceful pursuits of private life with- 
out a disturbance.

else were a million of men in arms 
disbanded at 
one time, without 


murmur against their treatment, with- 
out a bandit, or the suggestion of a 
possibility that 
the military force 


might sieze upon the Government?

As soon as Ryan 
was asleep, Degolyer, who was sleeping 
with him, took the pocket-book contain- 
iui; the money fiom his pant's pocket 
and tossicl it to McDonald, who was 
sleeping IE another bed, who ton!; fiom 
it the twenty dollar bill and tossed it 
buck to Lis "p.il," with the balance of 
the money in it. As it was yet early in 
the night, they thought they would take 
anothei iiioo/c, and by so doing over- 
slept themselves, not waking until about 
daybreak, and had been gone but a short 
time when Hyan awoke and missed his 
money, so that they had not time to get 
aw-iy before they were gobbled up. 


While McDonald makes this confes- 


sion, Degolyer stoutly denies 
having 


robbed the man, and says the money 
found i'l his possession belongs to him. 
But witli the dcfi'uta dpsfiiption of the 
money th.it the man I'yan gave, and the 
confession of McDonald before him, the 
Justice could not do otherwise than 
hold the men, which he did, under bail 
of five hundred dollats each, in default 
of which they were committed to tho 
county jail.

HB;wood,'with a knife to his throat, tu 
open th» null At tl,e samo time, all 
pusons m the bank, A £ Uunker, as 
sistaul CHshier,-and Frank Wilcox,clerk, 
were ordered to hold up their hands.— 
Haywood refusrd to obey orders and 
open the money vault, even though his 
neck had been slightly scratched with 
the knife. Still persisting, the robbers 
put the muzzle of a pintol to Inn right 
temple and fired. Hay wood fell dead. 
They then turned to Mr. Bunker, and 
ordered him tc open the vault, lie said 
ha did not know the combination. As 
the robbers made demonstrations toward 
him be ran out the back door. They 
fired at him, shooting him through the 
shoulder. Mr. Wilcox was not interfer- 
ed with. 
While this was transpiring 


within, the people ot the city without 
were doing good work. 
Two of thu 


robbers were killed outiight, and one 
wounded. The wounded man was taken 
away by bin contedeiates. One of their 
horses was'-killed and one captured. Tlie 
robbeis did not gel into the v^ult, nor 
did they lind UIK cashier's drawer, ex- 
cept thu nickle drawer, and a handtul uf 
nivkles taken from it was thrown to tho 
floor.

Ttie 
men were well mounted and armed with 
navy revolvers,' with cartridges iu the,ir 
belts around their bodies. When the 
robbers crossed the bridge, entering the 
town, they drew their revolvers and put- 
ting their horses into full gallop, dashed 
through the straets, shouting to the peo- 
ple on the walks to get inside, and re- 
mounting, renewed their shouts with the 
most fiendish curses and imprecations. 
While three rocji were 'engaged iu the 
bank, the others' stood' on the street 
threi t ming to shoot any who interfere^ 
and tiring several abets. Pistols &nu 
guns were quickly secured by the citi- 
zens, and a young .man n steed Wheeler, 
from the window of an opposite build- 
ing, picked off one of the villains, shoot- 
ing him thorough the heart. 
Another 


shot, thought to be from Wheeler, Im- 
mediately 
after, 
prostrated another, 


when the robbers mounted their horse* 
and beat a retreat. The third robber 
was hit, but escaped. 


A band of fifty citizens was organized 


and headed by Wheeler,{startcd; injpur- 
suit. At last account the robbers were 
only twenty-five minutes ahead of the 
pursuers, and are almost sure to bo over- 
taken. There are all sorts of rumors as 
to the robbers, mauj believing them to 
be som« of the gang heretofore opera- 
ting in Missouri and Kansas.

doUim (|30,000) of bondi of the city of 
Vecutur, Illinois, denominated "Public 
Improvement and funiknc/ Bonds," in 
iler tlajiroj isionsoftlie city JuirUrrfsaul 
city and the constitution of the Mutt bf 
lUitiow, limiting cities in the crMton of 
inOebtcAnea, Article ix., Sec. 12, approv- 
ed and adopted by the people of said State 
of lUinoii, July 2d, 1870. 
Whereas, a constitution for the State of 
Illinois, was made in comention by dele- 
gates from the se\ eral portions of llic Stale, 
and assembled in convention for that l>nr- 
pose under and by authority of said Slate; 
which constitution was submitted tn tbe 
people of said Slate on the M day of July, 
A. 1). 1870, and by a majority ot the voles 
cant, was then adopted, 


And whereas, Stc 12 of Article ii. of salu 


constitution reads as follows, to wit: 


{ 12 No county, city, township, school 
district or other municipal corporation 
shall be allowed to become Indebted In any 
manner, or for any purpose, to an amount 
iutludliig existing indebtedness in the ag- 
gregate exceeding five per centum on the 
\ iilue of the taxable properly therein, to be 
ascertained bj the iast assessment, for state 
and county tatcs, previous to the incurring 
ul such Indebtedness. Aay county, city, 
school district or otlier muuicipa, corpora- 
tion incurring any indebtedness as nlore- 
said. shall, before or at the, lime of doing 
so, provide foi tile collection ot a direct uu- 
nuiii lux EUfniient to pay the imprest ou 
HiiLii debt as it fulls tine, intl also, to tm> 
and discharge the principal thereof within 
twenty ytars from the tluio of contracting 
the Hume. This section shall not be con- 
strued to prevent an> county, city, to\m-

authorl/es a city debt nolexceeding In the 
aggregate one hundred and flftv-t liree thou- 
sand, five hundred and seven! y-seuiu dol- 
lars and flfU -fhe cents; 
And whereas, tne city of Deeatur did, by- 


ordinance, passed and approved May Ird, 
1S(> 
(>, issue twenty bjnds of one thousand 


dollars each, bearing Interest at the rate of 
ten per cent per annum, said Interest pay- 
able semi-aunually on the first day of 
August and February of each jear, said 
bonds maturing In ten >ears thereafter, to- 
\vll: in the year 167!*; and by lllte ordinance 
of the said city, passed and apprcned May 
stli, 1S71, and an ordinance mnendaUiry 
thereof, passed and appioved Ma> 17th, 18~1, 
saldcit} dlii issue thirty-rive bonds ot one 
thousand dollars each, payable Uvenly 
j ears after the date thereof wl tu Interest at 
the rale of ten percent, per annum,payable 
seml-anuually on the first day of May and 
the first day ot November in eacli j ear, 


And -whereas, there Is outstanding as a 


floating debt of tile said city of Decatnr 
twelve'thousand two hundred ,incl lorty- 
iilue dollars and seventeen cents In time 
warrants, bearing interest at the rate of 
ten percent per annum; which said aboie 
mentioned bonds and time warrants con- 
stitute tlie whole of Ihe existing indebled- 
ness of said city; which bum, deducted 
from the aforesaid amount of $153,527 'a, 
would allow under the authority of the 
hereinbefore recited constitutionalprovis 
ion, the creation of an additional Indebt- 
edness to the amount of 9Scl,37S 18, for which 
data see subjoined certificate of county sur- 
\e>or and township assessor to assessment 
of values wl thin tald city, and of city officers 
to the amount of indebtedness of said city, 
and of the clerk of the county court of said 
Macon county as to the official capjcllj of

Now therefore— 
SECTION- 1 Be it ordained by the City 


Council of the city of Decatur,'That thtre 
shall be Issued by said city thirty coupon 
bonds, for tlie sum of one thousand dollars 
each, payable twenly years afterdate with 
interest at the rate of seven per cent per 
annum, payable seml-annnally on the first 
day ol January and the 1st day of July In 
each year, at the "Melropolitan National 
Bank." In tm cltyof New York, which bonds 
shall be denominated "Public Improvement 
and Funding Bonds." and sh Ul be numbered 
from.* to ss inclusive and the same shall 
be sianed by the iua>or and countersigned 
by the city register, with the seal of bald 
cit\ thereon impressed. 


8«c. a. The mayor and finance commit- 
tee aro hereby authorised to negotiate for 
the sale of said bonds at not legs than par, 
and all money arising from such negotia- 
tion and .sale of said bonds, shall be paid 
Into the city treasury, and the city treasu- 
rer shall thereupon receipt therefor In Ihe 
usual form. 


SEC. 
i. The city treasurer sluall keep a 


separate •tt-couat of all monies received Dy 
him from the1 mayor and the finance com- 
mittee, as the pioceeds of the sale of said 
bonda, and pay tbe same out on the order ol 
the city council!, which orders shall spec'Iy 
that tnev are for the payment of existing 
ttmo warrants, or on account of public 1m 
provements and tbe nature thereof. 


8KC. I There shall be annually levied 
and collected a uniform tax on all the real 
and personal property within the limits of 
the said city of Decatur, for tlie purpose of 
paying the Interest duo and to become due 
on said bonds.aud such rate per cent in 
addition thereto as will create n sinking 
fund yearly in proportion to indebtedness 
that will at maturity ofs-ilcl bonds liquidate 
and pay the same, which tax shall be levi- 
ed and collected at the same time and in 
tlie same manner as tbe ordinary annual 
lax of said city, and shall be levied nod col- 
lected for twenty years next succ-eeding the 
Issuing of the said bonds ; yvoiufed.'that at 
any time when said sinking fund sball 
amount to llio sum of live hundred dollars, 
the same shall be Invested lu liouds of the 
United States or other bonds, bearing the 
nearest rale of interest to that paid and 
agreed to be paid by said city an ifortsuid, 
and provided furthei, that whenever Die 
Interest accruing on the sinking fun<l In 
vested as aforesaid shall amount to tliemi 
of $100. the said accrued interest shall be 
imested In like bonds as said sinking fund-

S Kor the purpose of keeping the 
taxes so levied and collected an aforesaid, 
separate and distinct Irom the ordinary rev- 
enue of the city, the proper authorities of 
said city shall, as provided bj law. certlf\ 
tothe:county clerk of said Mocou county, 
and particularly specify the amount reqnlr 
ed to be raised by taxation eich year "for 
Interest" ana "for slukiug fund," and shall 
request said county derk to extend the 
same on Die assessment and collection 
books of the said town of Decatnr In a sep- 
arate column, headed "Public Improvement 
and V-untllng rax;" and said tax, when col.
